As shown in FIG. 1, a heat pipe with two separated portions is provided. One 
separated portion is a vacuumed metal pipe 1 whose end is sealed by a sealing 
material 2 such as glass. The other portion is a vacuumed metal pipe 4 filled with a 
heat medium 5 and sealed by a sealing material 3. As shown in FIG. 2 5 the 
vacuumed pipe 1 and the pipe 4 filled with a heat medium 5 are connected by using a 
brazing material. Because the pipe is vacuumed in advance, there is no problem due 
to heating the heat medium during the connecting of two pipes. 
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
